THE PASSING OF THE VOLUNTEERS. 


“October 31, 1907, is a melancholy oceasion,” 
says the “Evening Standard” of this date “To- 
day the Volunteer year closes, and it is the 
last Volunteer year. When the books are 
closed and the annual account rendered many 
regiments must, practically, cease to exist. 
Some—the class corps ‘ will probably di 
altogether. Others must be i 


“We take leave of the Volunteer regiments, 
as such, with a sincere regret. For though we 
cherish few illusions as to an efii- 
ciency of our Volunteer forces, though we 
aware that their organisation is loose, their 
drills too few and too superficial, their camp 
pttendance too irregular, and their officers, in 
“0 Boog not worth very mach, yet here 
has been a force that has served the country 
well. This force has come through many 
vicissitudes of fortune and popularity. In the 
days when the ‘form, riflemen, form !”* move- 
ment was begun popular enthusiasm reached 
a high level, and the citizen soldier was 
with the almost affectionate esteem of his 
fellows. Then followed a period of depression 
which grew more and more bitter. « Yo 
———s went On, and the force was fairly 
well filled ifalso fairly inefficient. 

“And then on a day came the South African 
war, and England was stripped of troops, and 
ugly rumours of Continental combinations 
went some way towards producing such fears 
as the alleged imminence of Napoleon's de- 
scent on us aroused in the earliest years of the 
nineteenth century. Then we found the Vo 
lunteers useful. They were all we had. No one 
knew just how mach they might be worth in 
a military sense. But their spirit was unde- 
niable. They furnished companies to their Re- 
gular battalions at the front ; furnished 
excellent recruits for the Imperial Yeomanry ; 
their picked marksmen went to the war as the 
C.1.V., and did well. Meanwhile, at home, 
recruiting became a fever. The numbers of the 
Volunteer regiments swelled and swelled until, 
indeed, in some cases they barst, and new 
battalions had to be created to take in the 
countless citizens who leaped at the chance of 
standing in the gate of England lest the op- 
pressor come. 

“In a memorable year the Volunteers al! 
went into camp fora fortnight of real hard 
work under strictly Service conditions, and 
came out of it so like men and soldiers and 
real regiments as to prove the ishing 
value of a little ‘thorough training. How 
much all this ‘meant to England we may 
never know ; for the leason this imposing 
array of nambers and patriotism could only 
be read in the secret hearts of those who then 
were England's enemies. But it was an im- 
posing array, and it did bring back Volunteer- 
ing at a bound to its position. 

“The war ended, and the inevitable reaction 
set in. With their country safe and their duties 
and pleasures once more pressing on them, the 
temporary emergency men fell away. The bat- 
talions tinned, the extra battalions had to be 
disbanded, and the efforts towards a more real 
efficiency were once more abandoned in favour 
of the traditional and happy-go-lucky methods 
of training. .In some ways, perhaps, the last ° 
state of the Volunteers was worse than the 
first. But they had served their counttry. Per- 
haps they had saved it. And we do not let 
them go without regret. In their place we are 
to have the Territorial Army—if possible. But 
the new force must ly d on the 
extent to which the old force will contribute 
to it,”

attention of the public by improper behaviour, 
be“arrested and handed over to them for 
judgment according to the law. 


Fire in Alexandria. 


A fire broke out in a house ander construc 
tion about five o'clock this morning in Abou 
Doudar Street, Alexandria. On receiving the 
call at the central station the brigacle turned 
‘out with its asual smartness and arrived in 
time to prevent what might have become a 
serious conflagration. The fire originated in a 
stack of timber to be used in construction of 
the building, and owing, presumably, to the 
heavy dew prevalent last night, the smoke is- 
suing from the stack was so dense that the 
neighbouring streets were almost smothered 
and considerable alarm was felt by those who 
observed it. On the arrival of the brigade water 
was quickly played on to the centre of the fire 
and by their prompt action was confined to the 
stack. Within a quarter of an hour the danger 
of the fire spreading was altogether averted, 
and three quarters of an hour sufficed to utter- 
ly extinguish the flames and leave but a 
smouldering mass of wood which was quickly 
reduced to absolute inactivity.

TRADE AND THE BANK RATE. 


The following interesting letter signed by 
Mr. E. Mortimer Hasley, appears in the money 
columns of the “Times,” and deals with the 
popular idea that a high bank rate is bad for 
trade: — 

In the City to-day the one topic of conversa- 
tion is the raising of the Bank of England rate 
of discount to 7 per cent., a figure which it has 
not touched since November 27, 1873, on 
which date it was reduced trom 8 per cent. to

to hear the other side of the question in the 
following extracts from Lord Overstone’s 
evidence before the Bank Act Commissions in 
1844. Lord Overstone was practically the 
founder of the present banking system, his 
ideas being adopted by Sir Robert Peel. 

“The Bank has no arbitrary power of raising 
or of lowering the rate of interest. The Bank is 
obliged to conform to the natural rate of 
interest, ...... and many fallacies arise from the 
assumed power of the Bank of her own discre- 
tion to raise or lower the rate of interest. She 
has no such power.” 

“The idea of the profits of trade being 
destroyed by a rise in the rate of interest is 
most erroneous.” 

“The idea of the trade of this country being 
seriously interfered with by any fluctuations in 
the rate of interest is entirely unfounded. The 
idea that a generally high rate of interest is 
disadvantageous, though entertained by many, 
is wholly erroneous.” 

“The rise in the rate of interest has been n 
consequence of the great increase in the trade 
of the ceuntry, and the great rise ip the rate of 
profits, and to complain of the rise in the rate 
of interest as being destructive of the two 
things which have been its own cause is a sort 
of logical absurdity which one does not know 
how to deal with.” 

“Pressure on many occasions, although in- 
convenient, is extremely salutary and bene- 
ficial.”. 

“The claims of the. public require that the 
due regulation of the currency should not be 
made subservient to considerations of partial 
convenience to particular branches of the 
trading community.” 

“I conceive it to be quite impossible to pre- 
serve a steady rate of interest. In a country 
like this, with a highly accumulated capital, 
with great enterprise, with a great spirit of 
speculation, with very extensive commercial 
relations with all parts of the world, and ofa 
highly manufacturing characteralso, it appears 
to me impossible to avoid oscillations in the 
rate of interest.” 

“Keep up your rate of interest, and do not 
fear the consequences.” 

Iam indebted for the above concise extracts 
toan essay by Mr. Alexander Macindoe on 
“The Increasing Production of Géld and its 
effects upon Prices” read before the Economic 
Section of fhe Royal Glasgow Philosophical 
Society, November 14, 1906.

THE SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


The production of sugar jn Egypt for 1907-8 
seems likely to be of an excellent character. 
Owing to the sensible improvements carried out 
at the Ermente factory that establishment will 
treat 100,000 tons during the current year. 
This appreciable increase in the quantity dealt 
with is foand in conjunction with a much lower 
eost of production than obtains in the other 
factories belonging to the Sucreries’ et Raf- 
fireries d’Egypte. In the coming season, there- 
fore, the expense involved in forwarding sugar- 
canes from Ermente to Nag Hamadi will be 
avoided. The latter factory will, however, not 
suffer thereby, seeing that its own locality is 
capable of supplying sufficient raw material to 
satisfy all normal demand. The Hawamdieh 
refinery is working at its full capacity, a vessel 
having just landed at. Suez a large cargo of 
Java sugar to be treated at.this establishment. 
As regards the result of the last fiseal year 
(1906-7), the Paris “Information” states that 
the amount will be “some £50,000, atter pay- 
ments in respect of the 5 per cent. debentures.” 
It adds that, as these debentures represent a 
sum of 20,000,000f,, and are amortisable only 
as from 1910, it may be assamed that the net 
manufacturing profit, after payment of all work- 
ing expenditure, will be about 2,250,000f. This 
latter deduction of the Paris financial paper is 
erroneous, while its estimate of profit is probably 
correct says the “Anglo-Egyptian Mail.” One 
thing, however, is clear already, as appears 
from the experience of the last two years— 
namely, that the manufacture of sugar in Egypt 
is a remunerative undertaking, as opposed to 
the opinions expressed by so-called specialists 
immediately the failure of the concern hecame 
known, At the same time, we must point out 
that, if the “experiment” has succeeded, this 
is due largely to the skilful action of Harrari 
Pasha, the managing director of the company. 
Henceforth the sugar industry will constitute 
a valuable asset for the country, which hitherto 
has seemed to depend upon cotton alone. 


A KING OF EGYPT. 


Au Exyptologist writes in the “Berliner 
Tagliche Rundschau” that he has minutely 
examined the mummy of Menephtah, who 
(archwologists declared) ruled Egypt when 
the twelve tribes departed from it. Menephtah 
was avery homely person, thicksét and fat. 


Five feet eight and a half inches in height, he 
was taller than his contemporaries, the aver- 
age height of the Egyptian ot his day being 
only five feet five inches. When this Pharaoh's 
teeth were at their best they were very bad. 
Few remain, and these are much decayed. 
They’ are full of cavities in which exposed 
nerves must have throbbed, throwing Egypt's 
ruler into savage teinper; just that frame of 
mind in which a despot would order his slaves 
to make bricks without straw or to build a 
pyramid.

The case in i would have been 
“banal,” but the moment of M. Lebaudy’s 
name was connected with it member of 
the Bar present in the court an interest 
in it. No lawsuit: by or against the now- 
celebrated “Jacques |., Empereur du Sahara,” 
is ever dull, the “Telegraph's” Paris correspon- 
dent says, and Maitre Henry Robert, one of 
the most brilliant lawyers of Paris, who spoke 
for the Consal, helped to enliven it by his wit. 
According to him the Consul complained that 
he had been unable to obtain a renewal of his 
lease for the past two years, and secondly that 
he wished to ask for a reduction of the price, 
but had been unable to communicate with “his 
Majesty.” In 1905 the renewal had been pro- 
mised by Mr. Guignes, better known as Comte 
de Jouy, who represented his Majesty,” but 
soon afterwards the Comte de Jouy fell from 
favour, and thé Consul has since been unable 
to obtain satisfaction, and was, therefore, 
obliged to apply to the Court to ask it to 
order the renewal of the lease, as well as the 
reduction of the price, and also for an indem- 
nity of 50,000 francs, partly as damages and 
partly as reimbursement for necessary repairs. 
On behalf of his client, Maitre Henri Robert 
asked what had become of “Jacques I.’rF 
had reason to think that he was still “Entpe- 
ror,” for he bad in his possession a card with 
the following inscription: “Jacques Lebaudy ; 
Empereur du Sahara ; Roi des Oasis de Chuj- 
kayana; Prince de Tartafuy ; Due d’Anols.” 

Counsel also added that he had seen letters 
recently written by “his Majesty,” and dated 
at Troja, his “capital,” one of which was ad- 
dreased to his client, and threatened him with 
the chastisement of the Consul’s own Sover- 
eign, to whom M. Lebaudy had asked to be 
presented, strangely enough, only a short time 
before through the good offices of the Consul. 
He had tried to trace the whereabouts of “his 
Majesty,” and learned that “Jacques’ I.” had 
some time ago been ir the neighbourhood of 
Milan, whither he had invited two English soli- 
citors, his legal advisers. He received them in 
the country under a tent, over which floated 
his “imperial” flag, the colours of which wore 
azure, with three golden bees.” His Majesty” 
was clothed in a white mantle, and were an 
“imperial” crown. Since, added Maitre Henri 
Robert, he has dismissed his advisers, and is 
now living in the strictest incognito in New 
York, where he desires so much to be un- 
known that he has all his letters addressed to 
the general post-office. ‘Such at least, is the 
statement of the learned counsel, and there 
was nobody in the court to contradict him not 
even a lawyer to defend the interest. of “his 
Majesty.” In fact, “Jacques I.” seemed to be 
in such a predicament for legal advisers, 
Maitre Henri Robert continued, that he re- 
cently cabled from New-York to one of the 
judges of the court to ask him to take charge 
of his interests instead of his attorney. The 
“exposé” of the eminent lawyer, as many well 
be imagined, kept the Court in a good humour 
all the time, and even the judges could not 
help smiling. The decision will be given next 
week.

THE STONE AGE. 


Messrs. Macmillan and Co have published 


an interesting little pamphlet by Mr. Robert | first 


de Rustafjaell F.R.C.S. dealing with his recent 
palaeolithie researches in Egypt. 

Mr. Rustafjaell’s original intention of pene- 
trating to the Oasis of Siwa in the Sahara 
desert having been frustrated by reason of the 
unsettled state of the tribes in that district, he 
decided to proceed to the deserts of Upper 
Egypt, choosing the country within a radius 
of fifty miles of Thebes as being the most 
prolific in relics of the archaic age, an undoubt- 
edly wise choice, and one which was attended 
by some very interesting discoveries. 

The first portion of the pamphlet deals with 
the geological formation of the land where the 
explorations were made, several excellent pho- 
tographs being inserted which convey an 
admirable idea of the nature of the ground, 
and also contains like photographs and 
descriptions of the flint implements discovered, 
while the latter portion is devoted to an 
interesting account of the flint origin of 


“pottery on conclusions arrived at by the 


author during his researches, and this part 
too is illuatrated with photographs both of the 
palacolithic and neolithic periods. 

Mr. de Rustafjaell records an amusing in- 
cident illustrative of the spirit of fair play 
displayed on occasions by natives. 

He had, in order to stimulate the endea- 
vours of his native assistants, established the 
custom of giving two prizes of the value of P.T. 
5and P.T. 8 respectively for the best specimens 
secured daily, and one day after duly distri- 
buting the prizes for a find ot more than or- 
dinary importance, he explained to his men 
the probable use of the article in question, 
thereby so impressing his hearers that a col- 
lection was at once started among his men for 
the purpose of giving him a first prize also for 
his share in the work, :

DESIRE FOR FRIENDLINESS. 


Lonpon, November 13. 
A banquet has been given at Windsor at 


which 160 guests were present. “Most brilliant’ 


and cordial toasts were exchanged by the King 
and the Emperor. Recalling the latter's visit 
from earliest childhood the King congratulated 
the Emperor on looking in such good health. 
He would never forget, he said, the kindness 
and sympathy shown by him on the occasion, 
of the death of the great Queen. He assured 
their Majesties that their visits always gave 
sincere pleasure to himself and the Queen and 
the whole people. He fervently wished that 
prosperity and happiness might abound in the 
Emperor's great country for the maintenance of 


peace. 

The Emperor was deeply touched by the 
kind words of welcome and dwelt upon the 
dear memories of bygone days, especially his 
revered grand-mother and beloved mother. He 
recalled the happy childhood days spent at 
Windsor, and hoped that the close relation- 
ships between the two families would be reflect- 
ed in the relations between the two countries 
confirming the peace of the world. The Emper- 
or has taken Highcliffe Castle, at Christ- 
church, near Bournemouth, where it is expect- 
ed he will stay for a fortnight. (Reuter ) 


Lonpon, November 13. 

Brilliant weather attracted about 1000 people 
to the Guildhall on the occasion of the Em- 
peror’s visit. The decorations were most 
elaborate. The whole route from Paddington 
to the Guildhall was a mass of fluttering flags. 
Many mottoes were noticed, including appro 
priate quotations from Shakespeare in German. 

The Emperor, speaking at the Guildhall in 
reply toa toast in his honour, said that the 
main prop of the peace of the world was the 
maintenance ot the good relations, between 
our two countries. “I shall further strengthen 
them so far as it is in my power. The wishes of 
my country coincide with mine. The future 
will then show a bright prospect and com- 
merce may develop among nations who have 
learnt to trust one another.” 

Immense crowds heartily welcomed the 
Emperor in the city. The whole visit was a 
great success. ‘The weather was beautiful, the 
spectacle magnificent, and the ceremony 
impressive. The Empress is prolonging her 
stay for a couple of days.

MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.|

London, Nov. 8. 
The Money Market. 


Events in the financial wor'd have moved 
rapidily during the past few days, and we now 
have a Bank rate of 7 per cent.. the hi 
for 34 years, with prospects of a still higher 
figure in the near fatare. It seems to be to an 
extent a repetition of the state of affairs which 
prevailed in 1878. In the autumn of that year 
a financial panicin America caused a heavy run 
on our gold reserves, and the Bank of England 
were compelled to resort to a seven per cent. | Tesponsi 
rate. This was speedily followed by an eight 
per cent rate, and six days later on the 7th. of 
November, they further increased their mini- 
mum to 9 per cent. 

The present gold famine in the United States 
is admittedly a very serious one and unless the 
precious metal can be secured in sufficient 
quantities, or credit properly re-established 
the crisis may assume developments which 
have hitherto been unforeseen. Nevertheless, 
while admitting the gravity of the position, 
and the désirability that it should be relieved 
as speedily as possible, little justification is 
required for the action of the directors of the 
Bank of England in seeking to check these 
demands for gold. Already over six millions 
have been shipped to New York, and our 
reserve, as shown by the statement issued 
yesterday morning, has fallen £3,139,000 on 
the week, bringing down thetotal to £17,695,000 
a reduction of £1,381,000 on last year. The 
proportion to liabilities is now only 85.20 per 
cent. as compared with 38.3 in 1906. Since 
the issue of the return the Bank’s position has 
been strengthened by the receipt of £973,000, 
but it is understood that further sums are 
engaged for America, and although it is hoped 
that the present high rate will have the effect 
of attracting gold to London and limiting the 
demands from the other side, it is doubtful if 
it will be effectual in altogether stopping these 
demands. Moreover, it must be borne in mind 
that Egypt's gold requirements are yet* by no 
means satisfied. So far only £3,695,000 has 
gone to Egypt this season, and to place at a 
low estimate the probable sum required in 
order to complete the moving of the crop, it is 
reasonable to expect that this will not be less 
than three millions. 

After the announcement of the Bank directors’ 
decision yesterday, the discount houses raised

The Stock Markets. 


With continually increasing discount rates, 
investment business is naturally at a very low 
ebb, and thetone of markets generally ig heavy. 
This state of things is likely to continue until 
the present stringency is past, and the financial 
position in America is more settled. Things 
have been much quieter there this week, and 
the runs on the banks have now practically 
subsided. All the commercial cities are now is- 
suing Clearing House Certificates, and insisting 
on full notice of withdrawals. Nevertheless, as 
ithe New York correspondent of the “Telegraph” 
pointed out in his very able summary of the 
position, cabled on Tuesday, the rehabilitation 
of the financial community is a matter of 
months not days. The results of the rad spe. 
culation of years, cannot be got rid of im- 
mediately, and it is sate to say that it will be 
a very long time before complete confidence is 
restored. It is very satisfactory to note that 
both the Government and the high financiers 
are trying to point the moral of the present 
crisis, aud it is hoped that the outcome will be 
the introduction of a better currency syatem, 
and the elimination of the elements which have 
so largely contributed to this state of things. 
A severe check must be placed upon unscru- 
pulous directors and others who, for the sake 
of personal gain, are willing torun any riske— 
with other people’s money, and in this work 
the millionaires who are now supporting Mr. 
Morgan can play a prominent part. May their 
efforts meet with the success they deserve. 

The following quotation from an article 
which appeared in the “Times” to-day gives an 
adequate statement of the position :— 

“Itwould appear, from prolonged conferences 
held in Mr. Morgan’s art gallery, that there 
was lately some recrudescence of New York's 
malady which involved serious discussion by 
its medical advisers ; but,.on the whole, it 
seems probable that the most important seat 
of disease bas moved from the capital and 
spread into the vast area of the States. This 
being so, with a nation of 80 million souls
